A WAR WITH SPAIN 


Not Seriously Ooatomplated by 


Well-Informed Congressmen 


OK ACCOUNT OF CUBAN REGOfifHTIOH. 


However Irritating Such Action Might 


be to Spain, that Country is in no 


Condition to Resent it—A 


'Spanish Precedent. 


Feb. 28.—The possibil- 


ity of war with Spain aa a result of 
the Cuban resolutions reported ifrgm 
the foreign affairs committee yester- 
da,y, is not seriously regarded by well- 
informed members of the house. It is 
argued that the resolutions do not, in 
the first place, recognize the belliger- 
ency of the rebels; but simply Show 
that a state of war exists there, leav- 
ing1 it to the president to make a bellig- 
erent recognition, by Jroolamation 
when desirable. 
That a state of war 


docs exist there, they say, is manifest 
both from the reports of American con- 
sular officers in the island and the sev- 
eral proclamations of Gen. Weyler, is- 
sued since his HIT "mil in Cuba. 


So far as our right to Interfere to 


protect American property in Cviba is 
concerned, such right, it is claimed, 
exists under international usage, and 
the necessity is still stronger since the 
state department has taken a position 
which virtually, stops ua from claiming1 
damages under present conditions. 


It is asserted that no matter how ir- 


ritating a recognition of belligerency 
might be to the Spanish government, 
they are in no position to. -enter yito a 
war witii the United States, and would 
nut seriously 'entertain'such a propo- 
sition. It is pointed out 'that when 
Spain and Great Britain, recognized 
the belligerency of t he confederates 
during the war of secession we could 
not resent it because the energies of 
he government were taxed to their 
utmost to suppress our own people. 
Spain, it Is asserted, is less prepared 
or a foreign war at this time than the 
United States was 34 years ago.

For inexpensive draperies to be made 


nt home, one of the most suitable ma 
teriula is white net, either in plain 
mesh or very finely dotted. If one has 
but little leisure for needlework the 
front and lower hems may simply be 
edged with a three-inch ruffle of ori- 
ental lace. These curtains should be 
looped back about two feet from the 
sill. If one wishes, these same curtains 
may be made very elaborate by darning 
with Hamburg knitting- silk. Almost

WABHISOTOH, Feb. 27.—The cause of

Fint Needle Haeblne In America 


Now In Ohioatra 


Will Bwnfty tk« World witk 


Melitlei u the Prlee Will Be Bmt 


One-BaU of What It 


Mow la, 


Chicago ivill soon have the proud dis- 


tinction of being the center of the 
needle manufacturing industry of the 
world. The first needles to be made 
and sold in this country will come front 
Chicago, and America will no longei 
have to depend upon England and Ger- 
many for thia important article of do- 
mestic life. 


The first needle machine ever made 


i« now in Chicago, having been brought 
here from Detroit, whei» it was built, 
a few daysj ago. It is now being per 
fected, and repeated tests have demon- 
strated its practicability anil great use- 
fulness. It seems ae perfect a piece oi 
mechanism as was ever put together, 
and its inventor says there is little to 
do before the machine will V* ready 
to manufacture needles at the rate of 
£,500 an hoar, or 26,000 a day. 


The inventor Is Eugene Fontaine, • 


Detroit man, whose invention of tie 
pin machine in 1872 made him famous. 
Mr. Fontaine is an American, whose 
•kill as an inventor of usefu' machinery 
la known the world over. He first con- 
ceived the*" idea of the needle machine 
soon after his pin machine was put In 
operation. Only within the past three 
years, however, has he given hU time 
to the accomplishment of the plan 
which hue finally led to the production 
of this most useful machine. About 
two years ago he completed his designs, 
and the time since then has been de- 
voted to the work of putting up the 
machine. 


When it is known that up to the 


present time there has never been « 
needle manufactured on thin continent, 
the importance of Mr. Fontaine's in- 
vention may be reolizecft With the 
whole world foiLa market, Bug-land and 
Germany hflvtinJirivecl as needle cen- 
ters. The needle industry of Great 
Britain is confined to liedditch, and 
here the better grade of needles are 
mode. The Hedditch needles sell ,. at 
about $1.20 per 1,000. Tlie German 
needles are of a cheaper ijuaiity, and 
are sent out all over the world. They 
cost about 75 cents per 1,000. Thai 
Chicago is destined to become the 
great needle supply district for the 
world is demonstrated by the fact that 
the new machine will so cheapen the 
cost of production as to put both Eng- 
land and Germany out of the competi- 
tive field.

consin infantry are very much exer 
cised over a challenge that has been 
mode to their right to the cannon cap 
tuned at Sbiloh and which for years has 
been a feature In the pork nt the capi- 
tol in Madison. Their riffl't to posses- 
sion is questioned by a Gen. Ben P. 
Runkel, who claims the honor for an 
Ohio regiment in a letter published 
lately in a Chicago paper.

Now it appears from Gen. Bun- 
kel that they and Gen. Grant are mis- 
taken; that Ohio men are entitled to 
the credit. Gen. Eunkel's choJlenfJQ 
has -stirred up a hornet's nest of the 
first class. The Fourteenth men say 
the Ohio regiment may have captured 
a battery, but it was not the one to 
which the cannon now in the park at 
Madison belonged. And the badgers 
appear to ha^e the best of the argu- 
ment. To say nothing of tin* action 
of Gen. Grant in sending the piece to 
Wisconsin, which he would never have 
done if they had not made good tbeii 
claim to the property, there is his- 
torical proof to the correctness of the 
Fourteenth's claim.
